Research has shown that a large percent- 
age of knowledge retained is that which 
comes from visual experiences. 

The Instructional Media Center at 
CSDR was set up to aid teachers and 
counselors in developing learning mate- 
rials through which visual experiences are 
made possible and enhanced. 

There is an analogy between a teacher 
and a salesman. A teacher of the deaf may 
often spend 90% of his time explaining 
“How,” whereas, the remaining 10% of 
the time is spent on “What.” The very 
nature of the handicap of deafness re- 
quires this stress more often than not. 

In contrast, the salesman is more con- 
cerned in selling a product. He spends 
90% of the time explaining the “What” 
of the product he sells. He is not very 
much concerned in showing “How,” which 
consumes 10% of the selling time. 

In the field of the education of the 
deaf, the time spent on “How” needs to 
be reduced, whereas, the time spent on 
“What” needs to be increased. 

This is where Instructional Media comes 
in and it should be a teachers’ greatest 
ally. 

In order for the deaf child to learn 
more rapidly, the teacher must rely on 
other, quicker means of teaching the 
“How.” A lesson can be learned from 
the salesman. 

Deaf children are often limited in their 
experiences. The teacher of the deaf must 
often create experiences in the classroom 
as the basis for teaching concepts to his 
students. The most effective for present- 
ation to deaf children is the visual. The 
IMC is designed to provide the teacher 
with visual materials, or to help him 
develop the visual materials that will 
make his teaching more effective. 

The functions of the Instructional 
Media Director are as follows: 

1. Working with the assistant superin- 
tendent and principals in coordinating 


a media systems approach with the 
instructional program of the school. 

2. Assisting the teaching staff by initi- 
ating suggestions for the use of in- 
structional media by being familiar 
with the curriculum guides and unit/ 
lesson plans. 

3. Providing a continuous, on-going in- 
service training program for teachers 
in: 

A. The use of current and new 
projectors, equipment and mate- 
rials. 

B. The creation of . materials, i.e., 
transparencies, dry mounts, lam- 
inations, lettering, etc. 

4. Making and/or introducing transpar- 
encies, charts, posters, slides and other 
related media appropriate for teaching 
subject matter to hearing impaired 
students. 

5. Evaluating all current and new audio- 
visual aid materials on the market in 
terms of suitability for the hearing 
impaired. 

6. (a) Distributing material as procured, 
(b) Maintaining appropriate records 

of outgoing and incoming mate- 
rials and equipment. 

7. Providing teachers with current and 
up-to-date lists of available audio- 
visual aids. Maintaining pamphlets, 
articles, texts, periodicals, etc., related 
to instructional media. 

8. Developing and maintaining appropri- 
ate storage organization of materials 
and equipment. 

9. Seeing to it that equipment is properly 
maintained. 

10. Developing plans for establishing a 
complete Instructional Materials Cent- 
er — to be utilized by the students as 
well as the instructional staff. 

11. Being responsible for the booking of 
entertainment and educational films.

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Do You Have a Moment? 

During the month of January several 
different groups of visitors came to our 
campus seeking information about the deaf 
and how we approached the problems of 
educating a deaf child. One group was 
from a university located near here, an- 
other was a class of future teachers of the 
deaf, and still another was a group of 
doctors serving their internships at a 
nearby hospital. Each group had one 
question in common. Where do these boys 
and girls go after they graduate from 
your school? The answer to that question 
years ago was a simple one, either to 
work or to Gallaudet College. Today the 
answer is a much more complex one, and 
it indicates the progress that has been 
made tb provide an education for the 
deaf. 'On a national scale, graduates from 
Riverside may look not only to Gallaudet 
College in Washington, D.C., but also 
to the National Technical Institute for 
the Deaf in Rochester, New York. In 
California our graduates may consider 
San Fernando Valley State College 
which now has a program for the deaf, 
or Golden West College in Long Beach 
which has a newly opened program to serve 
them. These schools or colleges ’ offer 
academic programs, while in Riverside, the 
City College offers a program t which 
is vocationally . oriented.'. Several trade 
schools, such as one located in La Pueryte, 
offer “on., going” ;\'iiisti!iiqtion' . in . various 
skills to the d^af. ,tist^toy^. ( anQl inter-r 
pretexts are ' gprqv|(|ea in all . of these pro- 
grams.

In addition to all of these educational 
programs, financial aid is also provided 
under the supervision of our state vo- 
cational rehabilitation department. This 
enables any deaf person who is in need of 
assistance in job placement or retraining 
to get help. 

Today my answer to these various 
groups is much more involved and I am 
pleased to note that as each year comes 
and goes, more opportunities are being 
provided for the deaf. The day is coming 
when we will no longer be able to say 
that the deaf are underemployed or that 
they don’t receive equal opportunity. Let’s 
hope that day comes soon.

The Media Center is available to 
teachers and counselors at all times and 
sometimes to the students. They have 
access to various equipment such as the 
dry mounting and laminating press, 16mm 
and 8mm movie projectors, still and movie 
cameras, copying machines, the electric 
primer typewriter and many more. 

Located in one corner of the center is 
a movable storage unit with shelves con- 
taining educational materials, bulbs for 
projectors, transparencies, a small library 
of its own, videotapes, laminating and 
mounting tisssues, 8mm loop film cart- 
ridges, transparency frames, to name a 
few. 

The educational materials are, for ex- 
ample, obtained from the Chambers of 
Commerce of different states, the Public 
Relations Department of various indus- 
tries, or ordered from a catalogue such as 
“Educators Guide to Free Materials.” 
Airlines and private industries also provide 
us with posters. 

Polaroid and 35mm cameras are also 
much in demand for use in teaching. 

Last year a teacher used fifteen rolls 
of film to make a movie of the skits port- 
raying “Aesop’s Fables” presented by the 
students. These fifteen rolls were then 
edited, spliced, and captioned into one reel 
of film for use by the staff. 

Twenty-five of our teachers took a 
course in “Programmed Instruction,” as 
a part of the University of California at 
Riverside Extension Program. The class 
was held on the CSDR campus. An inter- 
preter was provided for the deaf partic- 
ipants. 

There is an overhead projector, two 
screens and a filmstrip projector in every 
classroom. Also 16mm projectors are found 
in each department and dormitory area. 

A Mini-Media Center is located in the 
Lower and Elementary Departments. Dist- 
ance is a factor for this set-up. A small, 
hot press for dry mounting and laminating, 
and a copier machine are located in the 
Mini-Media Center. 

Dormitory counselors take an active 
part in the Media Program. The heat press 
is used by them to dry mount and laminate 
pictures and posters for the dormitory 


bulletin boards. Webway Sign Letters are 
often used to letter the posters. 

Recently, a one day in-service training 
workshop was conducted for the dormitory 
counselors. Cutting pictures, dry mounting 
them on cardboard, and lettering titles 
using Web way Signs or Wrico and finally 
laminating the pictures were the highlights 
of the training. Instruction in the proper 
threading and handling of the 16mm 
projectors was also covered. 

Last summer a six- week course in the 
media program was taken by eleven stu- 
dents. They were instructed in using the 
still and movie cameras and projectors. 
They prepared and produced visual mate- 
rials for the teachers. In using the 35mm 
camera, they took slides of coins and 
lizards as possible materials for future 
filmstrips on hobbies. Mounting and lamin- 
ating pictures and posters were also 
covered. Part of the time was spent on 
revamping the set-up in the Captioned 
Films Depository. They also had training 
in typing and cataloging cards, splicing 
16,mm films and re-arranging the captioned 
films on the shelves. 

A Fairchild Television Camera and 
Monitor and a one inch Ampex Videotape 
Recorder are also available for use in the 
Media Center. Tapes have been made for 
the science classes. There has also been 
some taping of football and basketball 
games. 

As this issue goes to press, videotapes 
will be used to evaluate the teaching of our 
teachers-in-training, so that they may im- 
prove their teaching techniques by seeing 
themselves in action. We hope, in the 
future, that the videotape will be used 
more frequently with the assistance of 
an additional member to the Media Staff. 

The center also serves as a Captioned 
Films Depository. Films are provided by 
Media Services and Captioned Films for 
the Deaf, a branch of the U.S. Office of 
Education. These films have sub-titles 
added for the benefit of deaf children. 

This depository serves as a distribution 
center to thirty-three schools in the five 
counties of southern California where 
there are classes for the deaf and hard 
of hearing. At present, there are four 
hundred and fifty educational captioned 
films available. There is no charge for 
their use, except for return postage.

Fifteen Years of Basketball 


Basketball is the oldest sport on the 
CSDR campus with teams participating 
in non-league games as early as 1954. The 
first CIF sanctioned league games however 
were not played until the 1955-56 school 
year. That was also the year that the 
inter-school rivalry began between the 
school at Berkeley and our Riverside 
school. That first year our record was one 
win and eight losses with the one win com- 
ing against Perris “B” team in a non- 
league affair. 

In 1957 play began against the Arizona 
School for the Deaf with the Cubs losing 
by a 50-39 score. However, we did beat 
Berkeley for the first time that year 49-32. 
We also beat Twenty-nine Palms in league 
play and Aquinas in a non-league game 
for a season record of 5 wins and nine 
losses. The Cubs did not have a winning 
season until 1962 when Bill Thornton’s 
boys won 10 and lost 8, beating both Ari- 
zona and Berkeley in a single season for 
the first time. The fol 1 owing year was 
an all time low as CSDR won only one 
out of 15 beating Boys’ Republic by one 
point. In 1964 Carl Barber took over the 
basketball coaching duties from Bill Thorn- 
ton who had developed the sports program 
and the physical education department 
from the time the school opened in 1953. 
By this time the Arrowhead League had 
developed a number of excellent basketball 
teams and CSDR had difficulty staying 
out of the cellar in league play, although 
the team did beat Berkeley. Because of 
the demands of academic teaching duties 
Mr. Barber gave way to a new coach, Ray 
Parks, in 1966. The 1966 season closed with 
8 wins and 9 losses to be one of the best 
over- all seasons to date. In that year we 
beat Arizona but lost to Berkeley by 2 
points. 

When Mr. Parks left the school in 1969, 
Mr. Seymour Bernstein became the new 
basketball coach. After completing ian out- 
standing season of 7 wins .and 7 losses the 
Cubs, because of a 3rd place finish in the 
tough Arrowhead league, got into the CIF 


playoffs for the first time in their history. 

With the highest scoring player, Rex 
Leadingham out of the lineup the Cubs 
gave Lutheran High of Los Angeles a good 
battle but lost by a score of 76-72. 

The 1971 team is made up almost en- 
tirely of the same players as last year. The 
Cubs got off to a good start beating a 
strong alumni team and then Boys' Repub- 
lic twice before losing to -a strong Norco 
team. In the next game against Twin Pines 
CSDR set a new scoring record beating the 
Ranchers 109-32. 

As the league season began CSDR was 
one of the favorites to win the league title 
along with Notre Dame and powerful 
Aquinas. The Cubs beat La Sierra, new- 
comers to the league, by a 77-67 score. 
The second league game resulted in an 
impressive win over Sherman Indian High 
91-74. CSDR’s Ken Watson was selected 
as Riverside’s player of the week after 
scoring 73 points in the first two games. 

In an important game against Notre 
Dame at their gym the Cubs ran into 
real difficulty. Without high scoring Rex 
Leadingham and because of pressure from 
the full court press CSDR lost 100-60. 

With Leadingham still side-lined, Mike 
Adams became ill the day of the Webb 
game. The result was another disaster 
as Webb with good defense took advan- 
tage of very poor CSDR shooting to 
win 71-43. 

The “B” team which was 1-1 in league 
play and one of our best “B” teams, 4-2 
over all, lost to Webb 66-65 in double over- 
time. 

Things all seemed to go wrong from 
this point as far as the Cubs are con- 
cerned as they lost to the last place Bears 
at Big Bear. The game was played under 
considerable difficulty as only one official 
appeared for the game. At the end of the 
wild, rough contest it was Big Bear 56 and 
CSDR 50.

It may be of interest to indicate that 
for the year of 1970, captioned films were 
shown 1,383 times at CSDR with a total 
audience count of 17,777. At schools other 
than CSDR, a total audience of 4,730 
viewed captioned films 512 times. 

Six volumes of Lesson Guides are 
provided to correlate classroom instruction 
with the educational captioned films avail- 
able. A set of two hundred transparencies 
has also been prepared to be used in 
conjunction with some of the Captioned 
Films. 

Full length feature films, the so-called 
“Hollywood” films, are available from the 
Library at the Colorado School for the 
Deaf. Arrangments have been made to 
show these films in various dormitories in 
the evenings during the week. 

From time to time, valuable materials 
such as transparencies, masters for mak- 
ing trasparencies or filmstrips, are sent to 
us from various Media Centers and the 
Educational Media District Center in 
Washington, D.C. 

The four regional Media Centers for 
the Deaf, sponsored by Media Services and 
Captioned Films, have conducted summer 
institutes for teachers of the deaf in media 
production techniques, instructional tele- 
vision, instructional programming and 
learning systems. These Institutes are an 
extension of the Regional Media Centers’ 
commitment to encourage innovation 
through application of educational tech- 
nology. These Regional Media Centers are 
located in the University of Massachusetts, 
University of Tennessee, University of 
Nebraska and New Mexico State Univer- 
sity. 

The goal of the Media Center and its 
Director is to serve as a partner to the 
classroom teacher and dormitory counselor, 
by providing the services and material 
necessary to help them achieve their pro- 
gram objectives more effectively and effi- 
ciently.
